U.S. to be China’s breadbasket 


PEKING (Reuter). — China and 
the U.S. yesterday signed a 
massive grain contract for the sale 
of at least 24 million tons of 
American wheat and corn to the 
Chinese over the next four years. 

American officials said the grain 
agreement, signed by Chinese 
Foreign Trade Minister LI Qlong 
and U.S. Ambassador Leonard 
Woodcock, was one of the largest 
ever concluded by the U.S. 

It will be worth around 31b. a 
year to American farmers. 

The deal will guarantee security 
of supply to China, which has near- 
ly one billion mouths to feed, and 
will also boost President Jimmy 
Carter's campaign for re-election 
on November 4. 

Under the agreement, China will 
buy at least six to eight million tons 
of grain ear*h year over the next 
four years from January 1, 1981. 

The officials sold that so far this 
year Chinese sales had already 
reached that level, with purchases 


of wheat standing at 6.7 million tons 
and corn at 1.8 million tons- 

The agreement also gives Peking 
the option of an additional one 
million tons each year, and further 
quantities subject to prior consulta- 
tion with Washington. 

Most of the grain will be wheat 
The rest, about 15 to 20 per cent, 
will be corn. 

The agreement will make the 
U.S. China's biggest long-term 
supplier, ahead of Canada, 
Australia and Argentina which 
already have long-term grain ac- 
cords with Peking. 

A U.S. embargo on Its huge grain 
sales to the Soviet Union, proposed 
early this year after Moscow sent 
troops Into Afghanistan, had made 
Carter unpopular with many U.S. 
farmers. 

Diplomatic sources said the 
China deal would prove to 
Americans that the president's 
political shift towards Peking made 


Soviet grain harvest short by 23% 


MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union’s 
chief planning official yesterday 
announced a disastrously low grain 
harvest at a meeting of the 
Supreme Soviet from which Prime 
Minister Alexei Kosygin was con- 
spicuously absent. 

Kosygin's absence seemed to con- 
firm reports that his heart disease 
does not allow him to fulfil his 


duties. 

In Zurich, Swiss bankers said 
yesterday that the Soviet Union, 
facing the need to buy foreign 
grain has Just sold 26.106 
kilograms, or nearly 3600m. worth 
of gold. 

"It must have something to do 
with the poor harvest," one top gold 
dealer said, adding, however, that 


the cost of the Soviet military 
operation In Afghanistan must also 
be considered. 

Chief economic planner Nikolai 
Baibakov disclosed In the Supreme 
Soviet meeting that the grain 
harvest will be only about 181 
million tons — 28 per cent short of 
the USSR’s own target, far below

Murder case suspects released on bail

TEL AVIV. — The District At- 
torney will today appeal to the 
Siipreme Court to reverse the 
District Court's decision yesterday 
to release Mlmon Levy and Yitzhak 
Aharonl on bail. Tbe two have been- 
ln custody for their alleged Involve- 
ment ln the murders of Amos Orion 
arid Asar Cohen. 

Out of the seven suspects held In 
the double murder, only Tuvia 
Oshrl and Avner Meoded, who are 
charged with the actual murder, 
and Ylsrael Danoch, suspected of 
planning the murder, will remain ln 
cusfpdy. 

Along with Aharonl and Levy, 
suspects Moshe Cohen and Sarah 
Danoch were also released on bail. 
Bail for the four ranged from IS HOC 
to 1525,000. 

Deputy prosecutor Am non Ruda 
' did not conceal his disappointment 
over the court ruling to rblease 
some of the suspects on ball. He 
{voiced his discontent to the 
prosecutor, Aharon Shadar, who 
was siting next to him. After a 
while. Judge Haim Dvorln re- 
quested Ruda to “stop muttering." 
When Ruda Ignored him, the judge 
formally told him to keep silent. "If 
you are not pleased with my ruling, 
you may appeal to the Supreme 
Court," he added. 

Shadar thereupon asked the court 
to delay Levy's and Aharonl's 
release until after tbe appeal Is 
heard, but the Judge refused the 
request. 

Dvorln said Sarah Danoch, 
Yisrael'a sister, should be released 
on bail as the prosecution failed to 
convince the court that she knew, 


when the suspected murderers 
Blayed with her, that they were con- 
nected with the murder. 

As for Aharonl. wham the 
prosecution suspects of having 
cleaned up the murder site, a meat 
plant, after the fact, he was liable to 
a maximum sentence of five years 
in prison. Dvorln estimated, 
however, that the sentence would 
not be Imposed because Aharonl 
claimed he was only helping his 
brother Rahamim, the owner of the 
meat plant. 

The Judge also ruled that the 
charges against Mlmon Levy and 
Moshe Cohen did not warrant their 
detention In custody. In addition to 
posting bail, the accused were also 
ordered not to leave Israel and to 


report to the police twice a week un- 
til the end of the trial. 

Though the charge sheet against 
the accused was filed a fortnight 
ago. police are still investigating. 
According to senior police officers, 
new developments are expected 
once Interpol apprehends another 
major suspect, Rahamim Aharonl, 
whose extradition has been re- 
quested by the Israel police. 

According to the police. Az&r 
Cohen and Amos Orion came to 
Rahamim Aharonl's meat plant on 
July 23 to demand 3300,000. This ex- 
tortion attempt, police say, was 
connected to the killing of a Brinks 
guard ten years ago, for which 
Orion was sent to prison.

Saudi weapons hinge on Carter win

WASHINGTON. — Advanced U.S. 
offensive weaponry for Saudi 
Arabia’s F-15 fighter-bombers, held 
up temporarily during the current 
presidential campaign, may win the 
administration’s . quick authoriza- 
tion if President Jimmy Carter is 
re-elected. 

According to Pentagon sources. 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown 
has ordered a comprehensive staff 
study of a Saudi request for the ad- 
ditional equipment. Initially, re- 
jected In 1978 when the administra- 
tion pushed through the controver- 
sial F-18 "package" sale to tbe 
Saudis. 

The Saudis, under the terms of 
that sale, are expecting the first of 
th*ir 60 F-I5s next year, although 
additional advanced equipment, In- 
creasing the planes' range and fire 
power, has not yet been approved. 

Last June, Saudi officials formal- 
ly asked the U.S. for bomb racks! 
extra fuel tanks and KC-139 aerial 


tankers for refuelling the planes In 
mid-air. The Carter administration, 
fearful of an angry pro-Israel 
backlash on the eve of the elections, 
has temporarily delayed Its final 
decision on the request. 

The latest study requested by 
Brown is scheduled to be concluded 
on November 30 — some four weeks 
after the election. 

The New York Times yesterday 
reported that the review “would 
provide a rationale for a decision on 
the 1 politically sensitive question." 
The newspaper said senior military 
officers had already Indicated their 
support for the Saudi request, in 
part because they are anxious to ex- 
pand their access to Saudi military 
faculties. 

Israel, which originally opposed 
the entire F-16 transfer to Saudi 
Arabia, has also argued against the 
"add-on” sale. Israeli officials have 
insisted that the Saudi F-l&s could 
Cosily reach targets in Israel with 
the additional equipment. 

U.S. officials have conceded that 


the extra equipment would make | 
Israel more vulnerable. 

Those U.S. officials who support 
the weapons sale to the Saudis make 
the point that the Xran-Iraq war has 
drastically changed the Middle 
East picture. They noted that the 
U.S. recently dispatched four 
AWACS early warning and radar 
planes to Saudi Arabia to monitor 
the fighting. 

The Saudi agreement to allow the • 
AWACS to fly over Saudi Arabi&en- 
couraged U.S. officials to believe! 
that further U.S. access to Saudi 
facilities might be forthcoming. 

Brown, who asked that there be 
“no contact" with the Saudis on the 
study, specifically wanted to know 
what the increased threat to Israel 
might be If the sale were approved. 

Pro-Israel members of Congress 
yesterday said they would fight any 
requested sale of the extra items. 
Pro-Israel elements ln the Reagan 
campaign Insisted that their can- 
didate would not authorize such a 
sale.

TEHERAN. — Top Iranian of- 
ficials Indicated yesterday that 
the U.S. la prepared to meet the 
conditions for the release of the 
American hostages In Iran, and 
that the 52 captives could be. 
freed as early as next Monday. 

In Teheran, a member of the 
parliamentary commission propos- 
ing conditions for the release of the 
hostages said it would probably an- 
nounce Its terms on Sunday, and if 
the U.S. met them, the captives 
could be freed the following day. 

The prediction, which was 
greeted with caution by diplomats 
here, came from Hojatoleslam 
Moussavl Kho'lnl, one of seven 
members of the special commission 
set up by Iran's Majlis (parlia- 
ment) three weeks ago. 

"Probably in the Majlis session 
on Sunday the issue of the hostages 
will be discussed, and the terms for 
their release drawn up by the com- 
mission will be announced ln a 
public session," Kho'lnl said. 

Asked if this meant the hostages 
could be released next week, he 
said: “They could be released even 
the day after the conditions have- 
been announced by the Majlis. If 
the Americans accept the con- 
ditions and put them into action 
they could be released as early as 
Monday." 

Iranian Prime Minister 


Mohammed All Rajal said the U.S. 
in fact has accepted Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini's four con- 
ditions for the release of the 
hostages held by Iran since last 
November 4. 

•The prime minister's comment 
before a Teheran news conference 
represented a radical shift by a 
representative of Iran's hard-line 
Islamic fundamentalists. 

"I am sure they (the Americans) 
are ready to meet whatever has 
been brought up as the basic prin- 
ciples In the form of conditions laid 
down by the iman (Khomeini)," 
Rajal was quoted as saying. 

Rajal went on to say, “The 
hostages are not a problem for tbe 
U.S. We are ln the process of resolv- 
ing the issue." Rajai's comments 
were his first since visiting New 
York last week to speak at the UN 
Security Council. He waa asked if 
the Majlis would expand on the four 
conditions already set by 
Khomeini, which are return of the 
late shah's wealth, the unfreezing 
of more than SSb. of Iranian assets 
ln American banks, a U.S. pledge 
not to interfere in Iranian affairs, 
and a U.S. apology for past actions.

Hostages suddenly become

WASHINGTON. — As President 
Jimmy Carter and Republican 
challenger Ronald Reagan 
stumped lor votes In the American 
south yesterday, the issue of the 
U.S. hostages in Iran suddenly 
threatened to replace all domestic 
and foreign questions as the focal 
point of the presidential race. 

With rumours rampant about ~a~ 
possible resolution to the hostage 
crisis.

The row began in Louisville, Ky„ 
on Tuesday when Reagan, who had 
talked little about the hostages in

Carter, In Miami, was quick to 
answer, claiming Reagan had 
broken a pledge not to talk about 
the hostages during the campaign. 
"The fate of the hostages Is too im-

1 win not make any statements 
that would tend to complicate an 
already grave situation." 

Then Reagan answered the 
answer, contending it was Carter 
who had thrust the hostage issue 
into the campaign, back during the 
Democratic primaries.

Iraqi offensive starts move 
to three more Iranian cities

Iraq last night seemed to be mov- 
ing its offensive towards the key 
southern Iranian cities of Ahwaz. 
Bandar Shahpur and Dezful as 
mediation efforts by the Islamic 
bloc and the non-aligned communi- 
ty to end the war appeared to have 
completely collapsed. 

Indications that the offensive was 
being diverted coincided with 
reports confirming Iraq's claims of 
having virtually established control 
over the towns of Khorramshahr 
and Abadan which overlook the dis- 
puted Shatt al-Arab estuary. A 
report from Basra in southern Iraq 
said that the Iraqis are racing to 
complete a 100 - km road across the 
Iranian frontier to consolidate their 
attempt to besiege the key city of 
Ahwaz. 

Ahwaz is the capital of Iran’s oil- 
producing province of Khuzestan. 
Bandar Shahpur is Iran’s main 
shipping port on the northern tip of 
the Persian Gulf. Dezful is on a key 
highway, railway and pipeline junc- 
ture. 

Former Iranian Premier 
Shahpur Bakhtlar said however 
yesterday that be does not believe 
the Iraqis would spread their 
operations beyond the present war 


theatre. Speaking In Paris where he 
now lives, Bakhtlar revealed that 
he had recently visited Iraq, and Is 
“ready to collaborate” with 
Ba g hdad to end the war if the fun- 
damentalist Islamic regime of 
Ayatollah Khomeini was first toppl- 
ed. 

As the war entered Its second 
month yesterday, Iraq's Minister of 
Defence, Gen. Adrian Kh air all ah, 
claimed his forceB have scored a 
crushing victory over Iran — cap- 
turing territory he said was equal to 
twice the size of Lebanon. (The 
latter country's area is 10,400 
sq.km.) 

Teheran radio quoted Iran's 
Prime Minister Mohammed All 
Rajai as having told Islamic and 
non-aligned envoys that his govern- 
ment would not negotiate with Iraq 
so long as the Iraqi's hold Iranian' 
territory. 

Iran claimed yesterday that 
Abadan's defenders repulsed Iraqi 
tank assaults while Iraq said Its 
forces “consolidated their vic- 
tories."

The ex- mayors of Hebron and 
Halhoul. Fahd Kawasme and 
Mohammed Milhem, yesterday 
petitioned the High Court of Justice 
to overrule the expulsion orders 
issued against them last May and 
re-conrirmed after a review 
procedure this week. 

A High Court justice will decide 
this morning whether or not to 
grant an interim injunction as re- 
quested. or to transfer the petition 
to a panel of three justices for a 
preliminary decision. 

The mayors' lawyer, Felicia 
Langer, submitted her petition to 
the court registrar 15 minutes after 
official closing time and a half-hour 
before the military government 
was due to send the two men back 
across the Allenby Bridge. 

The registrar gave way after ef- 
fusive persuasion from Langer who 
almost kissed him in gratitude. 
“We Poles say thank you with 
kisses," she explained. 

On Tuesday evening Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin, in his 
capacity as acting defence 
minister, upheld the decision of the 
Military Commander of the .area to 
confirm the expulsion bTders, 
despite the unprecedented attempts 
of two other'Palestinian mayors to 
intercede on humanitarian 
grounds. 

Begin said that he could not act 
since the question was to be brought 
before the court 
Kawasme and Milhem were sum- 
marily expelled in. the early hours 
of May 3 following the Beit 
Hadaasah terrorist attack in which 
six Jews were murdered. 

It is two months and two days 
since the same court ruled against 
a similar petition from Langer on 
behalf of the two men. The court 
recommended at the time that 
Kawasme and Milhem be allowed 
to return to appear before a 
military advisory tribunal to argue 
their cases. The tribunal heard 
them last week, and on Sunday 
evening recommended to Tat-Aiuf 
Blny&mln Ben-Eliezer that the ex- 
pulsion orders remain in force. 

Apart from the almost standard 
argument that expulsion of citizens 


by an occupying power is contrary 
to international law fan issue the 
court has never examined), Langer 

also claims that Ben-Eliezer ap- 
pointed the military advisory board 
merely to justify the original ex- 
pulsions.. 

"The Military Commander of 
Judea and Samaria and his 
representatives placed all their 
military prestige In the balance to 
ensure that the orders would be up- 
held and that their original con- 
siderations for expelling the two 
men would be justified." she claim- 
ed. 

Langer also argued that the cap- 
ture of suspects in the Beit 
Hadassah attack and their subse- 
quent interrogation has shown that 
the ambush was planned well in ad- 
vance and on the direct instructions' 
of Fatah operations chief Abu 
Jihad. According to Langer, this 
proved that there are no grounds to 
claim that alleged activities and 
statements of the mayors were In 
any way connected with the attack. 

The petitioners also complained 
that the tribunal based Its 
recommendations on secret 
material to which they . were not 
allowed acc'ess, despite earlier un- 
dertakings to the contrary. 

Kawasme and Milhem are now on 
a hunger strike in their place of 
detention at the Allenby Bridge. 
They are being regularly examined 
by an army doctor. Their families 
were allowed to visit them yester- 
day. 

Yesterday the municipal councils 
of Haihoul and Hebron met to 
decide whether to resign in protest 
at the prime minister's refusal to 
rescind the expulsion orders. 
However, other municipal councils, 
particularly that of Bethlehem, dis- 
persed without any decision on the 
issue. 

Meanwhile, the Supreme Moslem 
Religious Council in Jerusalem, the 
wakf, has appointed Sheikh Tawslr 
Barud el-Tamimi to replace his 
father. Sheikh Rajab Tamixni, as 
kadi of Hebron. Sheikh Rajab was 
deported together with Kawasme 
and Milhem, but the court ruled 
that there was no room for him to 
appeal as his statements were 
clearly incitement. 


Danish Foreign Minister KJeld 
Olcscn said yesterday that he had 
obtained "no clear answer" from 
Israeli leaders as to who, in their 
view, represented the Palestinian 
people.

King Khaled of Saudi Arabia 
yesterday accused Libyan leader 
Muammer Gaddafi of having 
become a “spearhead" against 
Islam in the Arab world — 
presumably on behalf of the Soviet 
Union. 

The Saudi monarch made the 
charge in a cable he sent Gaddafi to 
protest against his call for Arabs to 
march on Saudi Arabia, .and 
“liberate" Moslem holy places 
from American domination in 
Saudi Arabia. 

Gaddafi earlier sent Khaled a 
message demanding that the Saudi 
leaders return to the U.S. four 
AWAC radar planes whose 
presence, the Libyan leader claims, 
is desecrating shrines in Mecca and 
Medina. Gaddafi followed up his de- 
mand on Sunday with a speech call- 
ing on Arabs to liberate these 
Moslem holy places. 

The Jeddah-based Moslem World 


League, which embraces 81 
nations, yesterday issued a state- 
ment charging Gaddafi with 
political exploitation of Islamic 
holy places. League Secretary 
Mohammed Al-Harakan added that 
Gaddafi “has lost his mind and Is no 
longer aware of what he says." 

Khaled himself told Gaddafi that 
the American radar planes were 
summoned recently tor legitimate 
defence purposes as a result of the 
Iraq-Iran war and hadYiothing to do 
with functions at the country's holy 
shrines. "By. distorting facts, you 
yourself appear to have become a 
spearhead against Islam In the 
region,” reports from Riyadh 
quoted Khaled as saying.

Diplomats noted that attempts to 
free the hostages had stumbled 
from one obstacle to another for the 
past year, but they said Iran’s at- 
titude could have changed over the 
past month in which it has been ^at 
war with Iraq.

Meeting 
Iran's financial demands could 
mean technical and legal problems, 
they pointed out. 

Diplomatic sources, however, 
said the U.S. had sent Iran, through 
the Swiss embassy here which 
represents American interests, a 


comprehensive reply to Khomeini's 
conditions on September 10, and 
that .. there was "already a sort of 
agreement." 

Political sources said - an -easy 
release of the hostages could be op- 
posed by some members of the Ma- 
jlis who have called far the trial .of 
sbme or - all -of the captives: as 
“spies." 

The radical Moslem students who 
took the hostages when they seised 
the U.S. embassy here last' year 
restated their position that they 
would accept the conditions of the 
Majlis, "even if these conditions 
are against our views." 

A student spokesman said last 
night that If the Majlis set its con- 
ditions on Sunday and the U.S. 
accepted them, tiie hostages would 
be released immediately.

Ceausescu visits 
post-Tito Yugoslavia 


‘Corpseless murder’ appeal rejected by Supreme Court 


BELGRADE (UPI). — Rumanian 
President and Communist Party 
chief Nicolae Ceausescu arrived 
yesterday on a two-day official visit 
— his 12th trip to this neighbouring 
country since 1964 — for talks with 
Yugoslav leaders on further Inten- 
sification of cooperation. 

Yugoslavia’s post-Tito leaders 
staged a top-level welcome to 
Ceausescu, accompanied by his 
wife Elena. Premier Hie Verdet 
and Foreign Minister Stefan An- 
drei. 


The Supreme Court yesterday 
rejected the appeals of two men 
convicted of murdering a man 
whose body has not been found, rul- 
ing that circumstantial evidence es- 
tablished beyond reasonable doubt 
that Yosef Arblb was murdered by 
the two men. 


The appellants. Avlshal Nagar 
and Albert Elharar of Sderot, 
were convicted by the Beersheba 
District Court in July 1979 of 
murdering Arblb on the day he dis- 
appeared from his Sderot home in 
June 1978.- 


Although the body was never 


found the judges ruled that the 
testimony given by Nagar's 
brother-in-law David A mar and 

others provided circumstantial 

evidence both for Arblb's death and 
the suspects' guilt. The two men 
were sentenced to life. 

According to Amar's testimony 
Nagar and Elharar got to know Ar- 
blb in jail. Arblb was let out before 
them and began living with Nagar's 
sister-in-law. Rita Nagar. When 
Nagar and Elharar were let out on 
parole they heard stories about Ar- 
bib mistreating Rita Nagar and 
raping Avlshal Nagar's sister.* 
Ayala Nagar. 


Arnar said Nagar threatened to 
kill Arbib, bought a pistol and asked 
Arblb to meet him In order to set up 
a prostitution network. He asked 
Elharar to go with him and return- 
ed claiming that Arblb had been 
“wiped out." 


According to Amar's testimony 
Nagar and Elharar subsequently 
accused each other of murdering 
Arbib. 


When Arblb failed to return home 
his family asked police to look for 
him. Half a year later A mar gave 
his story to the police, Nagar and 
Elharar were arrested and brought

HAIFA. — Sfralm Amon, the 80-year-old 
member of Kibuu Kibbutz Ram at Yochanan 
suspected or having pushed his wife Into the 
kibbutz swimming pool and letting her drown, 
vehemently denied the murder charge in court 
yesterday. Haifa magistrate MIcha 
Lindcnstrauss ordered him remanded in 
custody for la days. 

Amon'a wife. Hannah, also 80, was buried 
yesterday In Ramat Yochanan. Kibbutz 
members said she was a smiling, “quiet sort of 
person" who apparently “got along well with 
everybody. Including her husband.” 

According to some of the volunteers who 
were at the kibbutz pool yesterday Arnon push- 
ed his wife Into the pool and then tried to stop 
the volunteers from saving her. 

In court yesterday, he admitted that he push- 
ed her baek Into the pool after she was first 
pulled out of the water. 


Claiming that Hannah slipped and fell into 
thc water while they were standing near' the 
water, Arnon said; "I tried to help her out but 
couldn't, so I called for other people to give me 
a hand." When they finally pulled her out, he 
said, it was too late. “They tried to revive her 
and give her artificial respiration but I realized 
It wouldn't help. She was In agony. I wanted her 
to stop suffering. She was dying anyhow, why 
prolong her agony?” 

Eye-witnesses claimed the old man would 
not allow them to rescue his wife and by the 
time they took her out, she was already "half 
dead." After a few minutes of unsuccessful 
attempts to revive ber. she was again pushed 
into the water, the witnesses said. 

“We were married for S3 years and never 
had an argument or a tight." Efralm Arnon 
told the court yesterday. Red-eyed and looking 
exhausted, he had some difficulty in answering 
the magistrate's questions. "There was never 
any tension between us and all our friends in 
the kibbutz can vouch for that. I did not kill her. 


absolutely did not. More than that, when I saw 
she had died I lost my will to live." 

Arnon was one of the founders of Kibbutz 
Beit Alfa and joined Ramat Yochanan in 1927, 
when he married Hannah. He said he had until 
last year worked as a maintenance man in the 
kibbutz's water supply water. “My wife and I 
used to take long walks after lunch and that's 
what we did on Tuesday." The pool was one of 
her favourite spots, he added. 

Judge Lindenstrauss said yesterday 
"Neither Inor anyone else is worthy of passing 
Judgement on this man before a competent 
court finds him guilty — or not...StUl, there Is 
enough evldendce to cast a heavy suspicion on 
him and I feel that police should be given more 
time to finish their work.” 

He granted Arnon leave to attend his wife's 
funeral but said he should be returned to a 
police lock-up "as early as possible." 

Efralm and Hannah Arnon had a son and an 
adopted daughter.

The bills link the minimum wage 
to 40 per cent of the average wage, 
and seek income-tax reductions on 
allowances for recreation, night- 
time work and travel expenses to 
work and back. Another bUl urges a 
5 per cent income-tax reduction to 
employees whose taxes are 
deducted at source.

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). — 
South African Jewish leaders called 
yesterday for an investigation by 
Pretoria University authorities into 
a “Nazi victory feast" held by 
students at a men's residence hall 
on the campus last month. 

In a statement, the Jewish Board 
of Deputies rejected explanations 
by students and university officials 
that the feast was merely a student 
prank. It had aroused profound In- 
dignation and resentment among 
South Africa's, large Jewish com- 
munity, the board said. 

The statement said the hah was 
decked with swastikas and other 
Nazi insignia. Walters were dress- 


ed as members of the Hitler Youth, 
with white shirts and swastika arm- 
bands. The dinner, attended by 
about 170 students, was punctuated 
by raucous calls of “Sieg Hell” and 
Nazi salutes. 

The Board said crude anti- 
Semitic slogans such as "We Hate 
Jews" and "Up Hitler" daubed on 
the doors gave the lie to claims that 
it was all a joke. 

"The conspicuous failure of the 
university authorities spontaneous- 
ly to disavow and denounce this 
sorry event reveals a sad lack of 
awareness of the appalling evils 
which flowed from the racial 
hatreds of the Nazi era," the state- 
ment added. 


Dutch court keeps Menten in jail 


THE HAGUE (Reuter). — A re- 
quest by wealthy Dutch art collec- 
tor Pieter Menten, Jailed for war 
crimes, for release from prison 
because of age and poor health, was 
rejected by the 'district court 
yesterday. 

Menten, 81, is serving a 10-year 
sentence for his part in the execu- 
tion of between 20 and 30 people, 
mainly Jews, in German-occupied 


Poland In 1941. He is in a hospital 
wing of Schevenlngen prison. 

The court ruled that Menten's 
bladder aliment and the coma he 
suffered on hearing , the prison 
sentence passed by a Rotterdam 
court in June did not form an 
obstacle to detention. 

The Dutch Supreme Court will 
start hearing Menten's appeal 
against his sentence on October 27.

Conference on 
racism to open 
in Tel Aviv 

TEL AVTV (Itim). — A four-day in- 
ternational conference for teachers 
on ways to combat human rights in- 
fringements, Including racism and 
anti-Semitism, will open at the Dan 
Hotel on November 4. Two hundred 
and fifty people from 40 countries 
are expected to take part. 

Shalom Levin, general secretary 
of the Hlstadrut Teachers Union, 
said yesterday that members of 
most teachers' federations in the 
world had been invited but that the 
International Federation, centred 
In East Berlin, had called for a 
boycott. Tbe South African federa- 
tion has not been asked to send 
representatives. Levin said. 

He told reporters he had per- 
sonally Invited the head of the 
Egyptian teachers' syndicate. But 
the latter turned down the Invita- 
tion because of “the political 
obstacles Israel is posing for the 
peace negotiations." Levin said he 
has asked President Yitzhak Navon 
to raise the issue during his coming 
visit to Egypt. 


Stroke, heart 
disease claim 
fewer lives 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Fatalities from both 
heart disease and strokes dropped 
significantly In Israel during the 
1974-1978 period, according to a sur- 
vey made at the Sheba Medical Cen- 
tre by Dr. Uri Goldbourt and 
Professor H.N. Neufeld. 

The survey was published recent- 
ly in Harefuah, the organ of the 
Israel Medical Association. 

The researchers say that more 
study is needed to .pinpoint the 
causes of the decline in fatalities, 
but are inclined to credit* early 
diagnosis and treatment of high 
blood pressure, better diagnostic 
methods, drugs to treat, heart and 
stroke patients, and the prolifera- 
tion of intensive-care 'units In 
hospitals. 

Among men, the mortality from 
heart disease dropped from 441 in 
1974 to 377 in 1978 per 100,000, while 
among females It dropped from 303 
In 1974 to 288 in 1978 per 100,000. 

The drop In fatal strokes was 
from 160 to 127 per 100,000 males 
and from 184 to 132 per 100,000 
females in the four year period.

WARSAW (Reuter). — Poland's 
free trade union. Solidarity, 
nppeared to be heading for a show- 
1 down with the authorities yesterday 

over the wording at its statutes. 

The row, which centres on the hey 
issue of Communist Party 
supremacy In this Soviet bloc state, 
threatened to have damaging 
repercussions on the whole reform 
movement in Poland. 

Solidarity leader Lech Walesa, 
buoyed by a successful tour of 
southern Poland where he drew 
large crowds, has stated repeatedly 
thRt his union will not alter Its 
statutes to bend to the will of the 
party. 

Walesa told newsmen on Tuesday 
night that he would not change a 
single comma of the statutes, which 
pledge to uphold the Polish con- 
stitution where communist 
supremacy is enshrined, but which 
avoid any separate reference to the 
leading role of the Communist Par- 
ty. 

A Central Committee member 
and the country's most respected 
political commentator warned 
Solidarity in a television broadcast 
on Tuesday night that this position 


was unacceptable. 

Solidarity's application for legal 
registration has been held up In the 
Warsaw courts for nearly four 
weeks, and commentator Mlec- 
zyslnw Rakowskl made It clear that 
the Issue of party supremacy was 
the cause. 

Part of an agreement signed In 
Gdansk between strikers and 
government last August said that 
the new unions recognised the 
leading role of the Communist Par- 
ty In the state, endorsed the princi- 
ple of social ownership of the means 
of production, and respected the 
nation's foreign alliances. 

But It Also stated that the new unr 
tons did not Intend to play the role of 
a political party, and Solidarity 
maintains that it would- be doing 
precisely that If it were to be for- 
mally linked to the Communist Par- 
ty- 

Rakowskl said that these parts of 
the agreement must be included in 
Solidarity's statutes. 

Solidarity leaders are due to 
resume talks with the Warsaw 
authorities tomorrow, but they in- 
dicated again yesterday that they 
were in no mood for compromise.

Starting pitcher " Steve Carlton 
was overpowering over the first 
seven innings as he allowed Just 
three hits before tiring In tbe eighth 
and turning the reins over to relief 
pitcher Tug McGraw. 


With the crowd of 65,838 on its feet 
and screaming on every, pitch.- 
McGraw walked Willie Aikens on a 
3-2 pitch In the ninth and gave up 
consecutive singles to John Wathan 
and Jose Cardenal to load the 
bases. Frank White then hit a foul 
pop-up near the Philadelphia 
dugout for the second out. 

McGraw then struck out Willie 
Wilson for a record 13th time In the 
Series to end the game and touch off 
a fireworks display above the 
stadium.

Western- 
agricultural experts quickly com- 
pleted Baibakov’s equation to come 
up with the 181 - million- ton total. 

The lowest previous prediction 
for the Soviet grain harvest — 
about half wheat, the rest barley, 
oats, corn, rye, rice and lesser 
crops — had been 190 million tons. 
The U.S. Agriculture Department’s 
forecast was 205 million tons. The 
official target was 235 million tons. 

Some analysts said yesterday 
that Soviet policy could be affected 
It the Kremlin is forced to buy 
heavily on world grain markets to 
make up for the poor harvest. 

The shortage of grain could put 
Moscow back Into a position of 
dependence on U.S. and other 
Western suppliers after a 10-month 
cut in American shipments In 
retaliation for the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

While the Kremlin generally tries 
to keep foreign and domestic policy 
objectives separate, a serious grain 
shortfall could result In a reassess- 
ment of diplomatic goals, the 
analysts suggested. 

Also announced yesterday was a 
slight 0.3 per cent drop In the 
defence budget which will be 17.05 
billion rubles — about $28b., com 
pared with estimated 1981 U.S, 
defence spending of 5158.7 billion. 

U.S. defence specialists, 
however, question the relevance of 
these figures. The U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency estimated 1979 
Soviet defence expenditure at 
$16Sb. The Soviet Union Is believed 
to hide a large part of its defence 
expenditure under other budget 
headings. 

Kosygin's absence from yester- 
day’s session of the. Soviet parlia- 
ment was the strongest proof yet 
that he Is unable to carry out the job 
he has held since 1964 when Nikita 
Khrushchev was deposed as 
premier. 

Attendance at such functions as 
the opening of the parliament is 
considered de rigueur for the top 
Kremlin leadership and absence 
can almost always be traced to ode 
of two problems — severe HI health 
or political disfavour.

Britain’s oldest dally newspaper. 
The Times, was put up for sale 
yesterday together with Its sister 
newspaper The Sunday Times as a 
result of labour troubles over many 
years, its owners announced. 

The newspapers will close by 
next March if buyers are not found, 
they said. 

The news came as a surprise to 
both staff and the unions, who 
declined formal comment pending 
a meeting today. 

Joe Wade of the. National 
Graphical Association, one of the 
unions blamed for repeated disrup- 
tions of production, said he was 
shocked. "The unions should have 
been consulted,” he said. 

But a Times editorial department 
employee said: "You couldn't have 
wished for better owners than the 
Thomsons, father and son. The un- 
ions are demolition experts. 
Whoever buys the papers could 
start by shedding half the man- 
power." 

The Times, founded in 1785, was 
bought by & Canadian-born tycoon, 
the late Lord Thomson of Fleet, In 
1966. He died in 1976, and the 
newspapers passed to the business 
empire he left behind, now headed 
by his son, the present Lord Thom- 
son. 


Last year The Times closed for XI 
months because of disputes with 
trade unions over ' Introduction of 
computerized type-setting equip- 
ment that has become common on 
many American newspapers but is 
still, not used by London's Fleet 
Street press. 

Despite an agreement last 
November that appeared to end the 
conflict, the statement said, “the 
newspapers have continued to be 
subjected to industrial disruption 
and various forms of non- 
cooperation from sections of tbe 
work force, and It is not possible to 
operate the new technologies even 
on the most limited basis." 

. The Times said its pre-tax losses 
this year were expected to be £15m. 
(IS225m.) Another j£22m. (IS330m.) 
were borrowed from the Thomson 
parent company. Since Thomson 
bought the newspapers in 1967, 
£70X11. (IS1 ,050m.) has been put into 
the publications "for investment, 
working capital and losses In- 
curred."

Swedish gov’t 
survives vote 


STOCKHOLM (UPI). - The 
Swedish government yesterday 
survived a historic vote • of con- 
fidence over its handling of the 
nation's economy, when an opposi- 
tion motion to topple the ruling 
■coalition fell one vote short of the 
necessary parliamentary majority. 

It was the first time in Swedish 
history a government has faced a 
no-confidence vote, but Prime 
Minister Thorbjom Falldln'a time- 
party government was assured of 
victory by its one-seat majority in 
the 349-member legislature. 

The vote was Introduced by op- 
position leader. Social Democrat 
Olaf Palme. At Issue were the 
massive cuts planned for the 1981-82 
budget. Many of the public spen- 
ding cuts planned were In the 
nation's renowned social welfare 
system. 


LONDON (AP). — Magistrates In 
Britain have been asked by the 
government not to impose jail 
sentences because prison guards 
are refusing to accept new 
prisoners. 

The guards are applying the 
pressure to back their demand for 
payment for meal breaks. 

The Home Office, which controls 
the police and prisons, on Tuesday 
asked magistrates to award bail as 
widely as possible to people facing 
criminal charges, and impose 
heavy fines or suspended 
sentences. 


People remanded In custody or 
sentenced to prison are being kept 
in local police station cells which 
are almost full in many towns. Four 
' prisoners have escaped from the 
cells, three in Wales and one in Lon- 
don. 

The number of prisoners in police 
cells in London rose from 407 to 552 
in one day. 

A "swap shop" is operating at 
Scotland Yard, headquarters of 
London's metropolitan police, to 
send- 'prisoners to vacant police 
cells in amprt seaside resorts like 
Bournemouth and Brighton.

With only a year and a half to go In 
which Israelis can be sure that they 
have access to Its sun, sand and 
sea. it is sure to have a steady 
stream of visitors.

'small bomb. Eleven people Injured, 
none killed. Yet, paradoxically, the 
bombing this week of a travel 
agents' congress in Manila could 
have far-reaching repercussions 
for Israel. 

The bomb exploded at the open- 
ing session of the annual American 
Society of Travel Agents Congress. 
The group, despite Its name, in- 
cludes members from throughout 
the world and the organization, is 
considered to be one of the most In- 
fluential bodies in the travel field. 

For months before the conven- 
tion. groups opposed to President 
Ferdinand Marcos had warned the 
delegates not to hold their congress 
In the Philippine capital. And they 
underscored their warnings with a 
series of bomb blasts In luxury 
hotels a tew weeks before the 
meeting. 

But, with assurances that “full 
security measures" would be en- 
forced — and .with a massive finan- 
cial commitment — the ASTA of- 
ficials decided to proceed as plann- 
ed. 

Israelis at the congress found the 
security laughable. At the airport. 
Incoming delegates were waved 
through customs with barely a 
glance. And at the opening session 
itself, where the bomb went off 
shortly after an address by Presi- 
dent Marcos, little attempt was 
made to examine the contents of the 
bulky briefcases distributed to each 
delegate. It was in one of these 
briefcases that the bomb had been 
hidden. 

Later, Filipino officials admitted 
that security arrangements could 
have been better, but by that time 
the ASTA executive, in an aJl-nJght

But even more put out were the 
Egyptians, who had flown in a team 
of chefs, musicians and even belly 
dancers for their gala affair. In- 
cidentally, it was only after the 
Egyptians announced their 
cancellation that the Israelis decid- 
ed not to go ahead with their party. 

On an official level, ambassador 
Moshe Raviv, after determining 
that the nine Israeli participants 
were safe and reporting back to 
Israel, initiated a series of 
meetings to encourage Philippine 
tourism to Israel. 

The Israeli delegation also called’ 
on the Philippines' tourism 
minister to express their indigna- 
tion at the act of terror against In- 
nocent people and to convey their 
regret that the conference had, fer 
all practical purposes, been 
aborted. 

Privately, the Israelis expressed 
.their amazement that greater 
security measures had not been 
taken from the outset, and that the

In particular, the American 
travel agents, who make up the 
backbone of the society, felt the 
ASTA officials had hod no other 
choice. Only a minority supported 
the view that the congress should 
carry on in the face of terror. 

WHAT THIS MEANS for the world 
convention trade Is still not clear, 
but the bomb In Manila Is sure to 
have at least some echo In the con- 
vention halls of Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem. 

The Israelis agreed that at least 
some convention organizing com- 
mittees would in future stay away 
from countries where there was a 
threat of terror. 

Tourism officials in Manila 
believe the effect of the bombing 
will affect conventions in the Philip- 
pines hardly at all. They expect a 
brief drop in tourism, but believe it 
will soon pick up again.

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Details of America-Israel emergency oil agreement 

7% cut before we can turn to U.S. 


By ARYE WOLMAN 

Israel will have to slash Its oil 
consumption by either 7 or 10 per 
cent before It asks the U.S. to supp- 
ly it with oil. According to the agree- 
ment signed in Washington last Fri- 
day by Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’l. 

The agreement specifies the con- 
ditions under which Israel can ac- 
tivate the U.S.-Israel oil memoran- 
dum of June 22, 1979, 'in which the 
U.S. guarantees Israel's oil 
supplies in an emergency. 

The conditions, which Include a 
general oil embargo against the 
country, the loss of one of its major 
suppliers or the need to pay an ex- 
cessively high price, wfere general- 
ly considered favourable. Moda’l 
reportedly said that he had been 
able to achieve good terms because 
of the proximity of the U.S. 


presidential elections. But the 
agreement also Imposes obligations 
on Israel. 

If there is no general oil crisis. 
Israel will have to cut oil consump- 
tion by 7 per cent, according to the 
official text of the agreement. In 
conditions of a more general oil 
shortage, however, the U.S. govern- 
ment will allocate oU according to 
the formula specified by the Inter- 
national Energy Agency, to which 
most Western industrialized 
nations belong. Then Israel would 
have to reduce oil consumption and 
oil stocks by either 7 or 10 per cent, 
depending on the seriousness of the 
loss of supplies. 

The U.S.- will "make every ef- 
fort" to supply Israel in less than 
two months after being appealed to. 
U.S. ships will take the oil to Israel. 
If the country is unable to supply Its 


own transport, the agreement 
specifies. 

It Israel’s oil refining capacity Is 
damaged through war, the U.S. has 
also agreed to help make up any 
shortfall in refined petroleum 
products, the Energy Ministry 
spokesman said. 

If the U.S. Is asked to supply oil, it 
will Initially try to do so through 
other states and through private 
companies. If this is not enough, the 
U.S. will then buy oil on the world 
market and re-sell it to Israel at 
market prices. 

Only as a last resort will the U.S. 
sell Israel domestically produced 
oil at "replacement coats." If these 
costs cannot be determined exact- 
ly. they will be set at the average 
price to the U.S. of the most expen- 
sive 10 per cent of Imported crude 
oil of similar quality.

Higher oil prices meant 
bigger profits for Exxon

Growth of industrial exports seen at 7% 


NEW YORK (AP). — Exxon Corp.. 
the world's largest oil company, 
said yesterday that higher crude oil 
and natural gas prices helped push 
its third-quarter profits up 18.3 per 
cent from those of a year ago, to 
81.36 billion. 

Exxon said, however, that its ear- 
nings gains were restrained by 
lower sales of petroleum products 
and chemicals. Several other large 
oil companies also have cited 
similar effects on earnings due to 
an oil-product sales slowdown, the 
result of a buildup of world 
petroleum Inventories to record 


levels following a 150 per cent jump 
in foreign crude oil prices since the 
end of 1978. 

Exxon said its third-quarter ear- 
nings came on sales of 326.70b. In 
the third quarter of 1979, Exxon’s 
profits totalled $i,i5b. on sales of 
$21. 68b. In the first nine months. 
Exxon's earnings rose 47.1 per cent 
from those of a year ago. to $4.31b. 
on sales of $80. 62b. 

Outside the U.S.. Exxon said, 
profits for exploration and produc- 
tion were up 40 per cent, while those 
for refining and marketing were off 
34 per cent. 


Federal lands key to U.S. oil exploration 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — About 70 
per cent of America’s undiscovered 
oil and gas is located on 2.8 billion 
acres of land and kept largely off 
limits — by the U.S. government, a 
Shell OU official said this week. 


Shell vice president R.H. Nanz 
told reporters the government’s 
control of energy exploration of 
public land's may determine 
whether the U.S. can produce its 
way out of the energy crisis. 

Nanz characterized the last four 
years as a "period of resistance to 
development" in leasing policy. 

Nanz said U.JL oil and gas 
production is steadily declining, not 


for lack of resources, but for failure 
to shift fast enough from develop- 
ment of non-Federal lands to 
Federal lands. 

“We have put ourselves in an ex- 
tremely precarious position, risk- 
ing our economic as well as our 
military security," he warned. 

Shell estimates half the domestic 
oil and gas production by 1990 must 
come from new discoveries in order 
to cut imports. 

But Nanz said non-Federal lands 
have been so thoroughly picked 
over, that the greatest discovery 
potential lies in Federal lands, 
which now yield only 17 per cent of 
domestic oil and gas.

LONDON. — Energy Minister

will only grow by 7 per cent in real 
terms during 1980 if the present 
trend continues, Araon Tiberg, 
deputy director-general of the 
Manufacturers Association, said 
yesterday. He noted that during the 
first quarter of the current year ex- 
ports Ih real terms were 20 per cent 
higher than last year, but in the last 
six months there has been a con- 
tinuous drop. 

A projection based on this drop 
provides the figure of 7 per cent for 
the entire year, he said. 

During 1979, exports grew by 10 
per cent in real terms. 

(Exports are valued in dollars, a 
currency which is gradually being 


devalued.) 

Using figures available for the 
first nine months of 1980 he 
predicted that Industrial in- 
vestments would drop between 15 
and 20 per cent in real terms, com- 
pared to 1979. In that year there 
was a real growth in industrial In- 
vestments of 7 per cent, compared 
to 14 per cent in 1978. 

As for total production. Tiberg 
believes it will be at the 1978 level, 
that is to say. there will be no 
growth in production. 

From September 1979 until July 
1980. the number of workers 
employed in industry dropped by 7- 
per cent, or by 21,000 persons. 

"In the same period, the number 
of people employed in the services 
rose by about 5.000." he said.

WASHINGTON (AP). — The me- 
dian income of American families 
rose by 11.6 per cent last year, but 
inflation eroded all but a fraction of 
the gain, the Census Bureau said 
yesterday. 

Hie median family income was 
$19,884 in 1979. compared with $17,- 
640 the previous year, but inflation 
as measured by the consumer price 
index rose by 11.3 per cent, the 
bureau said. That left little signifi- 
cant increase in spending power. 

Income doubled from 1970 to 1979, 
but adjustment for Inflation left the 


median family with only 6.7 per 
cent more purchasing power over 
the decade. 

The Census Bureau said 28.7 per 
cent of families had incomes below 
$12,500 a year and 65.4 per cent 
showed incomes of leu than $ 20 .- 
000, More than 25 million 
Americana — 11.6 per cent of the 
population — were below _ the 
poverty level in 1979. 

The number living In poverty, 
defined as below $7,412 for a 
family of four, rose slightly from

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New policy on drop-outs 


WISHFUL, thinking may be a hedge against despondency, but it 
Is never a very sound guide for action. Sometimes its effect is 
merely destructive. Such a time, in the effort to promote allyah 
and to discourage dropping-out among emigrants from the 
Soviet Union, is now. For a sober evaluation of the facts can lead 
to but one conclusion: the effort Is threatened with final and 
total failure. 

Jews are still coming, though In greatly reduced numbers, out 
of Soviet Russia. But as more and more of them, while carrying ; 
Israeli visas, choose points west Instead, they become a magnet 
for their relatives and friends who are awaiting their turn. The 
drop-out snowball has already turned into an avalanche. Current- 
ly, eight out of ten Soviet Jewish emigrants drop out. 

At the same time the Soviet authorities, fearful that the 
American dream may grip the imagination of other 
nationalities besides the Jews, have begun to Insist that only 
Jews with affidavits from first-degree relatives in Israel may 
apply for an exit permit. Thus a Jew who drops out dooms the 
rest of his family to spending the rest of their lives in the Soviet 
Union. 

A new situation thus confronts HIAS and JDC, the two major 
Jewish philanthropic organisations that have been aiding the 
drop-outs. They can no longer ignore the fact that the issue does 
not concern, as claimed before, freedom of choice for the 
emigrants, but the very continuance of the exodus. 

With the clock ominously ticking, HLAS and JDC have agreed 
to accept a compromise called the Naples Plan, which entails 
moving emigrant processing facilities from Vienna and Rome 
to Naples. The main substantive feature of the plan is to limit 
HIAS aid to those drop-outs with close kin In the West. Others 
would have the choice of making good their professed intention 
to go to Israel, or continuing elsewhere under their own steam. 

For HLAS this was no easy concession to make. For if the 
organisation processes fewer emigrants, the dimensions of its 
activity must decline, with all the practical results that this 
implies. 

HIAS decided, after endorsing the plan, but before going 
through with it, to seek the blesslngof the U.S. Council of Jewish 
Federations, on which it depends for a share of its budget. The 
CJF has so far refused to grant the request, although a change 
of heart Is still possible at the council's general assembly in 
Detroit next month. 

Unless the CJF alters its stand, the move to Naples will have 
accomplished nothing, and HIAS will again be free to continue 
its indiscriminate aid to drop-outs. 

Where this would lead is hardly a matter for argument any 
longer. As has been predicted long ago by most of those who are 
actively engaged in the battle for allyah, it would lead to a vir- 
tual ban on Jewish emigration from the Soviet Union — except 
In such small token numbers as might suit the foreign policy 
needs of the Kremlin rulers.

"Her reasons for doing it were 
basically humanitarian," the at- 
torney said. "She wanted to ex- 
perience a pregnancy and she plans 
to use this as a learning experience 
for her other two children."

THE MALAYSIAN government has 
rejected a proposal by -the state-run 
National Family Planning Board to 
open a sperm bank on the grounds 
that the scheme was against Islam. 

The board, which had planned to 
open the bank at a government 
hospital next year to help Infertile 
couples have children, had failed to 
refer the scheme to the government 
for approval, a spokesman for the 
prime minister’s office said. 

The proposal was contrary to 
Islamic beliefs, and children con- 
ceived through artificial insemina- 
tion would be considered Il- 
legitimate, he added.

THE ABILITY of desert animals to 
detect movements in the sand, in- 
cluding the approach of their dead- 
ly foes, is being studied by a group 
of German zoologists during a

Graduate students and teachers 
from Frankfurt's Goethe Universi- 
ty have brought special in- 
struments with them to try to learn 
how gerblls (desert mice)-, which 
live on the parched land of the 
Negev, relgster various vibrations 
In the sand. 

The gerbil has a bigger inner ear 
than other species of desert 
rodents, which enables it to hear 
the slightest movements in the sand 


A GROUP of British scientists has 
found that low levels of Vitamin A In 
the body are associated with an in- 
creased risk of cancer. 

A study of 18,000 men reported In 
the medlqal journal The lancet 
showed that those with the lowest 
levels faced more than twice the 
risk of those with the highest levels 
of the Vitamin. 

The association with cancer was 
independent ol age, smoking habits 
and cholesterol levels, and was 
greatest for men who developed 
lung cancer, the study found. 

The researchers suggested that 
there may be hope of reducing 
cancer risk' by changes In the diet. 
Though, they did not mention 
specific foods, good sources of 
Vitamin A include liver, milk, 
butter, eggs, tomatoes and carrots.

THE SPOTLIGHT of publicity that 
has In recent weeks been aimed at 
the Interior Ministry's allocations 
of money to hundreds of shadowy in- 
stitutions has revealed only one cell 
in an Intricate system of legalized 
political corruption. 

The system Is designed according 
to the rules of compartmentallza- 
tlon appropriate to a conspiratorial 
organization. As far as the Interior 
Ministry Is concerned, this com- 
part men talizatlon is nearly com- 
plete. 

Its financial department* has 
nothing to do with the special 
grants. Its accountant is not in- 
volved. The budget Item of 
the special grants is not part of the 
regular” budget of the ministry; 
there is no breakdown of its overall 
amount and no explanation, for it. 

The special grants department. In 
turn, handles no money. It only sub- 
mits lists of recommendations to 
the Treasury’s accountant-general. 

The accountant-general neither 
knows nor cares what grounds the 
Interior Ministry has for Its 
recommendations, nor does he have 
a mechanism for controlling what 
was done with the money and by 
whom. He merely acts as the top 
paymaster. 

Lower down on the pyramid, the 
local authorities act as the secon- 
dary paymasters, although the ul- 
timate formal responsibility which 
makes the whole system legal lies 
with them. They act as a willing or 
reluctant conduit for the money. 


MEIR MERHAV describes the labyrinth of grants, 
allocations and cross-allocations, direct, budget outlays 
and transferred budgets that has opened the system to 
abuse.

With fly-by-night In- 
stitutions, It may not. Not sur- 
prisingly, the 28 th report of the 
State Comptroller says that In- 
st ( t utiona supported by the 
Religious Affairs Ministry — which 
in any case granted money without 
proper criteria — either submitted 
no financial reports or provided out- 
dated statements. 

Worse still, as documentary 
evidence of the conversion of their 
foreign donations they submitted 
photo-copied bank vouchers. 

"The failure to submit original 
documents," says the Comptroller, 
"opens the door* to recurrent 
applications for additional grants, 
on the basis of a second photo-copy, 
for the B&me donation.

THE LOCAL AUTHORITIES, who 
are sometimes accomplices to these 
machinations and sometimes coerc- 
ed to participate, neither demand 
nor receive reports from the 
beneficiaries. 

As they explained to the State 
Comptroller, they usually consider 
themselves as merely passive 
agents In the process. Sometimes 
they do not even bother to put such 
allocations on the agenda of the 
local council or municipality, to 
budget them or to record them in 
their accounts. 

The ultimate beneficiaries have 
long ago discovered that more 
money can be obtained if 
applications are made to as many 
different ministries as possible. The 
ministries, of course, do not co- 
ordinate their allocations. 

As Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
says, everything la perfectly legal. 
There Is a near-complete separation 
between recommendation and the 
actual handling of cash, except for 
the ultimate string-pullers at both 
ends of the chain. 

At the dispensing end, one may 
take it for granted that only pure 
high-level political considerations 
are Involved. The decision-makers 
concerned are no doubt personally 
as olean as the driven snow. 

At the receiving end, there la no 
control. Indeed, the whole system 
would miss its real purpose if there 
were, because it is at this end that 
the votes are mustered and the local 
Influence Is recruited. After all, 


In addition, there are allocations 
— sometimes to the same In- 
stitutions — from the Education 
Ministry, the Absorption Ministry, 
the Welfare Ministry, the Housing 
Ministry and who knows what 
others — not counting direct 
allocations by the Treasury and by 
the Knesset Finance Committee, 
and not counting the funds provided 
by the local authorities out of their 
regular budgets. 

The restrained language of the 
State Comptroller calls these cross- 
currents of allocations "lack of co- 
ordination" (see Annual Report No. 
27, page 289). On page 490 of the 
same report, we find more explicit 
language: Allocations were made 
without properly defined criteria, 
were not even recorded in the books 
of the local authorities, and were 
not properly budgeted. 

The 28th report of the State Comp- 
troller contains a shocking Indict- 
ment of these practices — this time 
In the Religious Affairs Ministry — 
that may Imply an open door for 
defrauding the Treasury as well as 
foreign governments. 


FOR MANY YEARS, there has 
been a practice that the government 
matches, dollar for dollar, con- 
tributions obtained abroad by non- 
profit organisations suoh as univer- 
sities, yeshivot and others. To ob- 
tain such matching grants, the In- 
stitutions must submit financial 
statements and proof that the 
donations they received were con- 
verted Into Israeli currency. 

With large and reputable in- 
stitutions, and reputable donors, 


application may be submitted to 
another ministry that also provides 
matching grants." 

This was found to be no mere 
hypothetical loophole. According to 
the report, such cases had occurred. 
Despite their restraint, the State 
Comptroller’s reports leave little to 
the Imagination. 

There are loopholes throughout 
the system and no effort has been 
made to plug them. It la safe to 
assume that wherever they exist, 
they have been exploited. 

To obtain "matching grants," all 
that is necessary is to get a donor. 
Hla donation, for which a proper 
receipt will no doubt be issued, will 
be tax-exempt in the U.S., where 
most donations come from. Once 
received, converted into Israeli 
currency, and submitted in 
duplicate, triplicate and 
quadruplicate to various ministries, 
and once the matching funds have 
been received from some or all of 
them, part or all of the donation can 
be returned to the donor. 

It Is not even far-fetched to guess 
that the original donation may 
sometimes be no more than the 
agreement to accept a receipt. That 
the U.S. tax authorities are being 
defrauded may leave us cold; that 
our Treasury is being milked must 
make us hot under the collar.
